The proposed
rezoning for the Jensen's manufactured home park is one of approximately 20 cases filed with the intent of
providing mobile home residence (Mil) zoning to existing, licensed manufactured home parks in the City that
do not have this zoning classification, and are considered non-conforming uses. City staff filed the rezoning
and NPA cases following approval of a Council resolution (see attached, #11 is Jensen's) and Planning

thCommission recommended both cases at their May 28 meeting.

Rezoning to Mil-NP (and related NPA case from Single Family to Higher Density Single Family) would be
consistent witli the existing use of the Jensen's manufactured home park. Please note that no additional
development is proposed to occur with this rezoning case, and the intent is to align the existing use with the
zoning district and Future Land UseMap category that covers manufactured home parks.
